They moved northward 
from the Kiriat Chaim colony un- 
der the direction of a party of Jew- 
ish inventors, most of whom are 
from Scandinavia. The camp marks 
the sixth outlying point settled by 
Jews in the past fortnight.

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The Editor’s Chair— 

I know it is dirty pool, but I be- 
lieve I can be excused for remind- 
ing myself of Father Coughlin’s dis- 
comfiture whenever he thinks about 
Judge Rutherford. 

If you ever want to see a hull- 
aballu, then you should see the 
hair-tearing and scratching when 
Judge Rutherford goes on the air. 

I can sympathize with the Cath- 
olics bceause as a Jew I know how 
it feels when Father Coughlin goes 
on the air. 

But in comparison any radio sta- 
tion manager will tell you that Jews 
are like cherubs when compared 
to those who protest against Judge 
Rutherford. Days before Ruther- 
ford goes on the air with his vile 
anti-Catholic accusations the sta- 
tion is deluged with letters, tele- 
phone calls, threats. You would al- 
most think that the shoe fits.

A Ray Of Hope 


OR 2,000 years the Jewish problem has been 

in the hands of non-Jews. For most of this 
time, in fact up until the very near present, the 
problem posed itself from the standpoint of sup- 
pressing the Jew and his freedom. 

But now the standpoint has changed. The non- 
Jew, outside of the fascists of course, is trou- 
bled with helping the Jew. Whereas heretofore 
the Jew in his limited way looked out for the 
Jew, and tried to take care of his brethren in 
other lands, now the non-Jew with his great re- 
sources and power must find a way out for the 
downtrodden Jews of Europe. 

This change is comforting, despite the fact 
that it was forced on the non-Jew. Whereas 
Great Britain up until the past few months could 
consider her Palestine problem in relation to 
the demands of the Arabs, she now must give 
first importance to the Jewish question. In this 
paper’s opinion this change will mean a new 
wave of immigration to. Palestine, limited more 
by actual absorptive capacity than by any set 
figure. 

The new world outlook by such powers as 
France, England and the United States will mean 


also a firm stand against Poland’s repeated at- 
tempts to secure emigration facilities for her 
3,000,000 Jews. Other Central European Powers 
who have thought that they could find in an imi- 
tation of Germany a possibility for robbing or 
suppressing their Jews, will be automatically 
checked by the aggressive Jewish policy of the 
great powers. 

Admittedly the Jewish problem in its present 
bitter state will never be solved until the prob- 
lem of Nazism and Fascism is solved. But cer- 
tainly an understanding and the assumption of 
the responsibility for the downtrodden Jews is 
a step forward. 

What the new approach to the Jewish prob- 
lem will mean for the future is problematical. 
But it is safe to assume that following the solu- 
tion to the present unbearable difficulties, the 
problem will once more be pushed back into the 
hands of the Jewries of those more fortunate 
nations such as our own, Great Britain, and 
France. However a precedent has been set. If 
only as an ameliorating and a comforting factor 
in the present chaos, the new understanding 
should be marked and hailed.

The Jewish Advocate of Boston Tells Of An 
Interesting Incident.—This is a true story. It 
happened on one of the downtown Boston streets 
the other day, and has quite a lesson. 

A group of idle passersby had stopped casual- 
ly to watch a workman, seated in the window 
of a shop perform some intricate and highly 
technical operation. There were several men in 
the show window, which had been outfitted as 
a worshop. They were highly skilled and their 
dexterous work seemed to draw a large audience 
on the sidewalk. 

Within the shop, and apparently the owner, 
was a man engaged in waiting on customers, or 
performing other duties. He didn’t have any 
labels on him, but there was no mistaking the 
fact that he was Jewish. 

The crowd at the window watched the work- 
ingmen admiringly when suddenly there came 
an explosive comment from one of the group. 

“Look at those white men in there working 
their heads off for that Jew.” 

Quick as a flash another man in the crowd 
turned around, addressed himself to the indig- 
nant one, and retorted: 

“Yes, and if not for that Jew those men would 
probably be out of a job, and without any money 
to support their families.” 

The crowd nodded its approval and the first 
speaker slunk away. 

We tell the story for two reasons. First, be- 
cause it shows clearly how the best answer to 
anti-Semitism is truth and immediate public re- 
ply. We Jews have nothing to be ashamed of 
when others taunt us. When our motives are 
questioned, when we are ridiculed, oppressed, 
denied rights, the thing for us to do is stand up 
vigorously in self-defense with bold truth, with- 
out fear. The Jew-hater’s charges will wither 
under this direct retort, and we will earn the 
esteem and respect of lovers of fair play. 

The second reason why we tell the story is 
because the man who answered back so promptly 
was a member of the Jewish Advocate staff.

Is this munificence impressive? Definitely so. 
Louisville, Ky., raised $55,000 last year and Indi- 
anapolis raised $65,000. Of course Cincinnati’s 
Jewish community is more than twice as large 
as that of either Louisville or Indianapolis, but 
in Cincinnati it is not alone a question of size.

Berlin which purported to give the reaction of 
the Nazi press to the nationwide protests in 
this country against Nazi brutality. The report 
ended with a reference to an alleged anti- 
Semitic statement by Benjamin Franklin. Since 
this worse than apocryphal utterance is known 
to be in the same class as the Protocols of the 
Eledrs of Zion and has been declared to be a 
brazen falsshood by the Benjamin Franklin So- 
ciety and by the librarian whose name was men- 
tioned by the libel disseminators, as knowing 
something about it, the report should have at 
least made some comment as to the authenticity 
of the Franklin expression. Otherwise, millions 
of readers might be under the impression that 
Franklin was anti-Semitic; whereas the facts are 
that in Benjamin Franklin the Jews had a 
staunch and influential friend. 

Under other circumstances, this omission on 
the part of your correspondent might not be 
consequential, but with the odds against the 
Jews, and the Nazi propaganda at its height, a 
misunderstanding of the sort is apt to work in- 
calculable mischief even in the United States.

Albert Einstein Confesses.—Being a lover of 
freedom, when the revolution came in Germany, 
I looked to the universities to defend it, knowing 
that they had always boasted of their devotion 
to the cause of truth; but, no, the universities 
immediately were silenced. Then I looked to the 
great editors of the newspapers whose flaming 
editorials in days gone by had proclaimed their 
love of freedom; but they, like the universities, 
were silenced in a few short weeks. Then I 
looked to the individual writers, who, as literary 
guides of Germany, had written much and often 
concerning the place of freedom in modern life; 
but they, too, were mute. Only the Church stood 
squarely across the path of Hitler’s campaign 
for suppressing truth. I never had any special 
interest in the Church before, but now I feel a 
great affection and admiration because the 
Church alone has had the courage and persist- 
ence to stand for intellectual truth and moral 
freedom. I am forced to confess that what I 
once despised I now praise unreservedly.

Fourth, we must see to it that 
no refugee coming to America is 
a charge on our government or of 
our economy, but an asset for 
America’s prosperity and democra- 
cy. 

It can be done. 
New plans must come, new means 
be found. Today we need for Joint 
Distribution Committee vast sums 
to do a decent job. They must be 
assisted so we can sleep in peace
